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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 



35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 



1. Claims 8 and 46 are rejected under USC 101 as the claimed invention is directed 
to non-statutory subject matter. For a claim to be statutory under 35 USC 101 the 
following two conditions must be met: 

1) In the claim, the practical application of an algorithm or idea results in a useful, 
concrete, tangible result, 



2) The claim provides a limitation in the technological arts that enables a useful, 
concrete, tangible result. 

As to the technology requirement, note MPEP Section IV 2(b). Also note In re 
Waldbaum, 173USPQ 430 (CCPA 1972) which teaches "useful arts" is synonymous 
with "technological arts". In Musgrave, 167USPQ 280 (CCPA 1970), In re Johnston, 
183USPQ 172 (CCPA 1974), and In re Toma, 197USPQ 852 (CCPA 1978), all teach a 
technological requirement. 

The invention in the body of the claim must recite technology. If the invention in 
the body of the claim is not tied to technological art, environment, or machine, the claim 
is not statutory. Ex parte Bowman 61USPQ2d 1665, 1671 (BD. Pat. App. & Inter. 2001) 
(Unpublished). A "trusted domain" is not technology. It could be an escrow agency. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 



AND 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



2. Claims 1-56 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
O'Leary et al (US 6,609, 11 3 B1) (hereinafter Leary). 

Leary discloses (see at least columns 1-30, and in particular columns1-5, and 9) the 
methods, steps, apparatus, and processing systems for a telecommunications carrier 
providing telecommunications services to users of a plurality of wireless 
communications devices on a wireless communications network, the plurality of users 
including consumers, the telecommunication carrier validating the credit card 
transaction between the consumer and the provider, storing credit account information 
of the consumer within a trusted domain which excludes the consumer and the provider, 
using the stored credit account information to validate the transaction between the 
consumer and the provider, such that the stored credit account information is not sent 
outside the trusted domain during the transaction, storing personal information of the 
consumer, including a credit card number of a credit card issued to the consumer, 
receiving information for requesting the transaction from a remote entity, sending 
information on the transaction to the wireless communication device, receiving a signal 
from the wireless communication device indicating acceptance of the transaction, 
receiving a personal identification code from the wireless communication device, using 
the received personal identification code and the stored personal information on the 
consumer to verify the identify the identity of the consumer, and if the consumer is 
verified, sending to a remote entity a transaction request including information on the 
transaction and the credit card number, for initiation of a transaction approval process. 

It is noted that AT&T, AOL, and Paypal (among others) have offered this invention's 
services for many years prior to the date of this application. It would have been obvious 
to one skilled in the art at the time of the invention to have been aware of these facts 
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and to have applied those teachings to any development of a telephonic payment 
system, as it would have been common sense and advantageous and would have led to 
a more efficient and comprehensive payment system.
